1, That permission io hereby given to Gulf Defining Company to

establish and maintain a gasoline filling-station on the eaot side of

Congress Avenue, between First and Second Streets, on the premises

described as forty-six feet (46*) out of Lot Four (4) and forty-six

feet (46*) out of Lot Five (5), Block Six (6) in the City of Austin,

Texas, aaid premises being 92' x 10?'» at which station said Company

shall be authorized to sell to the trade gasoline, lubricating oils,

greases and other products and accessories relating to said business;

and aald Gulf Refining Company io authorized under this permit to

construct drive-ways so as to permit ingress to and egress from aaid

premises for automobiles, trucks and other vehicles desiring to enter

or leave such station, the locations of which drive-ways and the

character of construction thereof shall be under the direction and

supervision of the City Engineer.

2, That permission is also hereby given to said company to install

and maintain on faid premines certain ftasolino storage tanks, the

number , capacity and opeoifiortionn of which shall hereafter be

determined and approved by the Superintendent of polios and publio

safety, and said tanks and the inntallation thereof snail conform in

all roepeots to oil state laws and oity ordinances pertinent to such

matters.

3, That the grants above mated are wade subject to the present

and future rules, regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin,

applying to or regulating auto-filling stations and naid grants are

:.eld to be made and accepted subject to all necessary, reasonable

and proper present and future regulations and ordinances of said City

in the enforcement of proper police, fire and traffic regulations.

4, That in accepting the above grants, said Gulf Defining Company

shall agree to pay all expenses i'or the reconstruction of the sidewalks
